Working hand-in-hand with local partners, the Corporation for National and Community Service (CNCS) is investing more than $38.2
million this year to support cost-effective community solutions in Pennsylvania. This federal funding enables more than 13,450
Americans of all ages and backgrounds to engage in service that meets local needs, strengthens communities, and expands
economic opportunity in Pennsylvania. AmeriCorps members and Senior Corps volunteers are preparing today’s students for
tomorrow’s jobs, reducing crime and reviving cities, connecting veterans to services, fighting the opioid epidemic, helping seniors
live independently, and rebuilding communities after disasters.

National service participants will serve at more than 1,800 locations across Pennsylvania, including schools, food banks, homeless
shelters, health clinics, youth centers, veterans' facilities, and other nonprofit and faith-based organizations. Through a unique
public-private partnership, CNCS, its grantees, and project sponsors will generate more than $32.8 million in outside resources from
businesses, foundations, public agencies, and other sources in Pennsylvania this year. This local support strengthens community
impact and increases the return on taxpayer dollars.

The award can be used in any state to pay for college, graduate school, vocational training, or to pay back student loans.

4. The Federal Funding column for AmeriCorps State and Senior Corps reflects the full funding awarded to projects included in this report. For AmeriCorps VISTA, funding reflects the national
average cost per participant for all members included in this report. All AmeriCorps NCCC funding is reported at NCCC's four regional campuses.

5. AmeriCorps National figures may include national projects headquartered in the state and/or operating sites of national projects that are headquartered in other states. Federal funding
reflects the estimated proportionate share of the national grant associated with operating sites in this report. Some national organizations do not report operating site data, or it was not
available at time of publishing, so figures may not reflect current conditions.

6. Total local project support reflects non-CNCS cash and in-kind resources that CNCS grantees committed to raise in support of projects and grants in this report. As part of its
public-private partnership approach, CNCS grantees leverage additional resources to strengthen community impact and increase the return on the federal investment.
